In 
most 
households, 
electric lights are left on 
when not really needed. By 
just turning off these unused 
lights a great amount of 
electricity can be conserved. 
Another way to save fuel 
with lighting is to replace 
light bulbs now used with 
smaller effective sizes. 


Cut down on lighting, 
when 
not 
needed. 
When 
using a specific work area, 
use direct lighting. The entire 
room does not need light for 
a specific work area. Turn off 
the lights when the room is 
not in use. 
Use 
natural 
light 
to 
supplement 
artificial 
light 
when it does not conflict with 
the air conditioning. Natural 


light coming through open 
draperies and blinds is often 
sufficient. 
Fluorescent 
lights 
can 
save both money and watts, 
since they 
produce more 
light per watt and produce 
less heat. Fluorescent lights 
are 
about four times as 
efficient as incandescent light 
and last seven to 10 times as 
long. Twenty per cent of the 


electricity 
received 
by 
a 
fluorescent tube is converted 
to light, whereas five per cent 
is converted to light when 
the 
incandescent 
bulb is 
used. Fluorescent lights also 
give off less heat, which in 
the summer can affect space 
cooling requirements.

the beaches of Bali and Tahiti? 
Do the oddball blondes 
y ou meet at cocktail parties 
now tu rn y ou off more than 
on? 
If the situ ation were ju st 
right, y ou can still imagine 
y ou rself cheating on y ou r wife, 
can’t y ou ? 
Bu t it wou ld be a big blow 
to y ou r own self-confidence if 
y ou r wife indu lged ev en in a 
flirtation with another man, 
wou ldn’t it? 
Don’t y ou think the recent 
life and trou bles of Richard M. 
Nix on are harder to follow 
than the plot of a B-grade 
day time telev ision soap opera?

You r 
head needs tightening. 


most important reform that 
can resu lt from Watergate, in 
my ju dgment, is a fu ndamental 
change of this sy stem. 
This can be accomplished 
only if Congress eliminates the 
corrosiv e 
and 
corru pting 
influ ence of big money in 
politics and replaces it with a 
sy stem of pu blic financing of 
campaigns. 
Pu blic financing is not a 
new idea; Teddy Roosev elt 
first proposed it in 19 07 . Bu t it 
is a far - reaching one. If 
candidates receiv e the bu lk of 
their campaign fu nds from 
pu blic 
instead 
of 
priv ate 
sou rces, it follows that once in 
office they are less likely to be 
influ enced by priv ate interests. 
For a v ariety of reasons, 
howev er, 
some 
people still 
believ e that it is improper to 
finance 
political 
campaigns 
with the tax pay er’s dollar. 
Other 
reserv ations 
are 
ex pressed, many 
of 
them 
legitimate and some of which I 
share. 
Yet 
they 
are 
all 
ov ercome by one inescapable 
conclu sion: 
If 
we 
are 
to 
effectiv ely limit the amou nt 
any one may contribu te to a 
candidate, at the same time 
permitting that candiate to 
spend 
enou gh 
to 
ru n 
an 
intelligent, informativ e 
and 
effectiv e campaign, there is no 
real alternativ e to some form 
of pu blic financing. 
Basic Requ irements 
There are any nu mber of 
different approaches, bu t in 
Congress and elsewhere there is 
a growing consensu s that if it is 
to 
be 
fair, 
workable 
and 
effectiv e, a pu blic financing 
sy stem mu st: 
—Limit sev erely the amou nt 
indiv idu als and grou ps may 
contribu te to a candidate, bu t 
encou rage a greater nu mber of 
small priv ate contribu tions; 
— Li m it 
the 
amou nt 
candidates may spend in both 
primary and general elections: 
—Prov ide pu blic fu nds for 
primary as well as general 
elections; 
—Use as a base for pu blic 
financing the already ex isting 
dollar 
check-off 
sy stem 
adopted u nder the leadership 
of Senator Ru ssell Long (Dem., 
La.) bu t u ndermined last y ear 
by the administration; 
—Treat fairly minor, new 
and third- party candidates 
withou t encou raging obv iou sly 
friv olou s candidates; 
— P r o v i d e 
s t r i c t 
enforcem ent 
of 
campaign 
financing regu lations by an 
independent agency , preferably 
a federal elections commission. 
With 
the 
su pport 
of 
Common 
Cau se, 
Senator 
Richard Schweiker, (Rep., Pa.) 
and I hav e introdu ced a bill 
that we believ e will accomplish 
these 
goals 
for presidential 
elections. 
It 
prov ides 
tax 
incentiv es for a larger nu mber 
of small priv ate contribu tions 
bu t strictly limits the amou nt 
any one person or organization 
may giv e. 
Mathing Donations 
Du ring the pre-nomination 
pe r i od , 
any 
pr i v a t e 
contribu tion u p to $100 wou ld 
b e 
m a t c he d 
by 
the 
gov ernment; 
and 
for 
the 
general election it su bstantially 
st r e ng t he ns 
the 
dollar 
check-off sy stem by prov iding 
f r om 
pu bl i c 
f u n d s 
approx imately 
two-thirds of 
the amou nt a candidate is 
permitted 
to 
spend. 
If 
implemented in 19 7 6 , it wou ld 
cost 
approx imately 
$100 
million 
for the presidential 
election. 
Whatev er 
form 
pu blic 
financing 
u ltimately 
takes, 
there is a growing bipartisan 
recognition 
that 
now 
is 
the time to act. Watergate has 
prov ided one of those u niqu e 
moments in history when it is 
actu ally 
possible

f u n d a m e n t a l 
c ha ng e . 
According to a recent Gallu p 
poll, 
58 
per cent 
of the 
American people now fav or 
pu blic 
financing 
of federal 
elections. For the first time 
since it was seriou sly proposed 
nearly 7 0 y ears ago, the idea of

WASHINGTON - Now that 
there 
is 
once 
again 
a 
Repu blican replacement, press 
specu lation is increasing that 
President Nix on might resign. 
The problem with su ch stories 
is that the reporters, who are 
writing them, hav en’t talked to 
the President. 
They report he is, at the 
same time, both defiant and 
depressed. 
The 
Watergate 
imbroglio has pu t him u nder 
great strain. He is basically an 
introv ert who tends to bottle 
emotions, to keep them inside. 
Ou r sou rces say he is beginning 
to show the strain. He doesn't 
seem to be able to shake off 
the gloom. 


They qu ote him as insisting, 
nev ertheless, that he won’t 
qu it. He beliv es he is still better 
qu alified than any av ailable 
su ccessor to handle the delicate 
diplomatic 
relations 
with 
Ru ssia, China and the Middle 
East. 
He 
also 
feels, 
say ou r 
sou rces, that he wou ld be left 
defenseless withou t the power 
of the Presidency . As a priv ate 
citizen, he fears he wou ld be 
stripped of his best protection 
and wou ld be ripped to shreds 
by his adv ersaries. 
Ou r sou rces also point ou t, 
althou gh the President himself 
hasn’t mentioned it, that his 
legal 
ex penses 
wou ld 
be 
astronomical if he left the 
White Hou se and had to pay 
them himself. He now has a 
dozen lawy ers working on his 
defense 
at 
the 
tax pay ers' 
ex pense. 
The legal staff is headed by 
Fred 
Bu zhardt, 
who 
was 
borrowed from the Pentagon 
and 
still 
draws a 
$38 ,000 
Pentagon salary . 
Howev er, the President is 
reported to be u nhappy with 
his free legal help. He feels that 
the 
White 
Hou se attorney s 
hav e been ou tmaneu v ered in 
cou rt 
by 
the 
Watergate 
prosecu tors. 
Angrily , he has dispatched 
his aides to find better lawy ers. 
Hiey ev en tried secretly to 
recru it 
lawy ers 
from 
the 
District 
Attorney ’s 
office, 
which originally handled the 


Watergate case. 
Finally , 
the 
President 
tu rned to an old friend, Illinois 
Ju dge John J. Su lliv an, who 
had serv ed with him in the 
Solomons du ring World War II. 
Su lliv an agreed to come to the 
White Hou se long enou gh to 
recru it some y ou ng lawy ers 
and to shake u p the legal 
office. 


He established a research 
u nit, for ex ample, to prepare 
files 
on 
the 
dozen 
major 
Watergate problems that cou ld 
d e v e l op 
d u r i n g 
a n 
impeachment proceeding. Bu t 
the real problem, ou r sou rces 
say , is that the * President has 
been masterminding his own 
defense rather than tu rning it 
ov er to the lawy ers. He has also 
withheld cru cial information 
from 
them 
u ntil 
the 
last 
minu te, 
leav ing 
them 
to 
operate in the dark. 
It won’t be a v ery merry 
Christmas, ou r sou rces agree, at 
the White Hou se. 
NIXON 
AND 
MILLS: 
When President Nix on wanted 
someone 
to 
clear him of 
income tax irregu larities, he 
personally chose an old friend, 
Rep. Wilbu r Mills, D- Ark. 
This has cau sed some sou r 
comment in the cloakrooms on 
Capitol Hill. If Congress is 
going to do the President’s 
financial wash, members hav e 
complained, the inv estigation 
shou ld hav e gone throu gh the 
Senate- Hou se leadership and 
shou ld 
nev er 
hav e 
been 
assigned by the President to 
the committee of his choice. 
Some congressmen su spect 
that the President deliberately 
selected Mills as the committee 
chairman 
most 
likely 
to 
white was h 
the 
charges. 
Consider these facts: 
- Mills’ own political skirts 
are soiled. A Mills associate 
accepted 
a 
$15,000 
cash 
contribu tion from Gu lf Oil to 
help finance Mills’ abortiv e 
19 7 2 presidential bid. The cash 
was transmitted in a sealed 
env elope 
from 
Gu lf’s 
Vice 
President Clau de Wild to Mills’ 
crony Carl Arnold who, as it 
happens, was a lobby ist for the

lobby ing office.

— Gu lf pleaded gu ilty on 
Nov ember 13 to the criminal 
offense 
of 
skimming 
the 
contribu tion from corporate 
fu nds. Yet Mills declined to 
retu rn the $15,000 u ntil we 
began 
inqu iring 
into 
the 
pos s i bi l i t y 
of 
federal 
prosecu tion. 
It 
is a crime 
pu nishable by a $10,000 fine 
and two y ears in jail to accept 
a 
corporate 
contribu tion 
knowingly . 
Parenthetically , 
Mills’ committee has granted 
the oil indu stry tax breaks, 
which permitted Gu lf to get 
away with a shockingly low 1.2 
per cent tax rate in 19 7 2. 
— Mills’ joint committee 
whitewashed 
the 
Internal 
Rev enu e Serv ice by claiming it 
didn’t hou nd those on the 
White Hou se “enemies list.” A 
painstaking

Liberties Union stu dy showed 
ju st the opposite and a high 
1RS 
official

Hou se requ est. 
-- When a White Hou se task 
iorce was abou t to bring more 
oil into the United States in 
19 6 9 ov er the objections of 
most oil companies, Mills fired

w a r ni ng 
against 
“tinkering with oil imports.” 
The task force was ov erru led 
by President Nix on’s personal 
011 adv isers. 
— When Mills let it be 
known he had a speaking 
engagement on the West Coast, 
Tenneco, the oil- and- gas 
behemoth, flew him across the 
cou ntry in a su mptu ou s priv ate 
jet. Yet he cou ld hav e made 
ju st æ good time in any one of 
12 daily schedu led commercial 
flights.

Mingo National Wildlife 
Refuge in Southeast Missouri 
is one of more than 330 
National Wildlife Refuges in 
the nation. Only three of 
these areas are in the state of 
Missouri, the other two areas 
are Squaw Creek National 
Wildlife in Mound City and 
Swan Lake National Wildlife 
Refuge in Sumner. By far 
Mingo is the largest refuge in 
the state with 21,672 acres, 
Swan 
Lake is next with 
10,700. 
The idea of a system of 
National 
Wildlife 
Refuges 
camy in the late 1930’s, 
although 
Mingo 
wasn’t 
established 
until 
June 
7, 
1944 by approval of the 
Migratory Bird Conservation. 
Actual acquisition of this 
land was initiated in 1945. 
Mingo 
is 
located 
in 
S t o d d a r d 
and 
Wayne 
Counties one and one-half 
miles north of Puxico on 


State Route 51. 
Over 10,000 years ago 
Mingo was the channel of the 
Mississippi 
River, 
visible 
reminders of this channel are 
still present in the form of 
limestone 
bluffs 
which 
overlook 
the 
area, 
these 
bluffs, 
even 
though 
this 
considerable amount of time, 
resemble 
the 
bluffs 
that 
overlook the present course 
of 
the 
Mississippi 
River 
today. After the Mississippi’s* 
course was changed through 
time, the ancient channel 
t u r n e d 
into 
swampy 
bottomlands 
that 
was 
a 
virtual jungle rich in wildlife. 
Low sand ridges mark the 
flat bottomland in various 
locations of the swamp. It is 
believed that the New Madrid 
earthquake 
of 
1811 
was 
responsible for these ridges 
that 
were 
formed 
as 
sandboils. 


Indians 
were 
the first 
inhabitants of this region, 
evidence 
of 
this 
being 
mounds 
belonging 
to 
a 
culture 
that 
existed 
900 
years ago. The Indians are 
believed to have migrated to 
this 
area 
from 
Central 
America 
and 
the 
Gulf 
R e g i o n . 
A 
team 
of 
archaelogists from Southeast 
Missouri State University is 
excavating this area at the 


present time and they have 
uncovered 
evidence 
that 
suggests 
that 
the 
Indians 
were attracted to this region 
because of an abundance of 
fish and game. Later the 
Osage Indians replaced the 
Mound builders in this area. 
The Osage were later joined 
by eastern tribes displaced by 
America’s 
vast 
westward 
movement. 
In the late 1800*s this 
area was a haven for trappers 
and explorers. Wildlife was 
abundent and limits were 
unheard of„ 


At 
the 
turn 
of 
the 
century the logging industry 
invaded this virgin territory 
and turned Mingo into a vast 
lumber 
yard. 
Red 
Mill 
established itself as one of 
the largest sawmills in the 
world 
at 
that 
time. 
Its 
location was around the area 
surrounding Red Mill Road 
in the Mingo Refuge. By 
1930 
all 
the 
marketable 
lumber had been removed 
from this area. 
From 
1918 
to 
1920 
investors spent over three 
million 
dollars building a 
system of drainage ditches in 
hopes of converting this rich 
bottomland into a farming 
area. After about one third 
of 
the 
swamp had 
been 
cleared, the farming venture

A competition 
committee was formed to 
study the feasibility of a

adoption

resolution

associations to explore the 
possibility and advisability of 
including girls’ programs in 
interscholastic athletics. The 
fundamental belief was that 
it was the responsibility of 
the professional educators of 
the schools, who are familiar 
with the needs of the school 
and

developmental 
progress of youth, to sponsor 
the competitive programs. If 
this group did not become 
involved, other organizations 
would and 
girls programs 
would 
be 
exploited 
by 
promoters. 
T h e 
t r e n d 
toward 
e x p a n s i o n 
o f 
g ir ls 
interscholastic 
competitive 
opportunities in athletics is 
progressing in virtually all 
states. The need to provide 
girls with challenging outlets 
for physical activity when 
their needs require more than 
intramural programs is the 
belief behind the expansion. 
Educators have avoided 
sponsoring 
interscholastic 
programs for girls in the past 
because 
of 
the 
cultural 
restrictions and physiological

half- truths. Parents believed 
it 
w as 
unladylike 
to 
participate in athletics and 
that girls who did became 
large, 
muscular 
and 
non­ 
feminine in appearance. This 
assumption has no validity. 
Girls have as much right as 
b o y s 
t o 
c o m p e t i t i v e 
experience 
as 
boys. 
The 
A m e r i c a n 
M e d i c a l 
Association released results, 
pointing out the fact that the 
health benefits of wholesome 
exercise 
are as great for 
women as they are for men. 
It announced that women 
who maintain a high level of 
health and firmness can meet 
f a m i l y 
a n d 
ca r eer 
r e p o n s i b i l i t i e s 
m o r e 
effectively and can pursue 
vocational 
interests 
more 
enjoyably. 
As a result of increased 
interest in girls competition, 
there is an acute shortage of 
qualified 
women 
officials. 
State organizations have met 
the challenge by developing 
programs to recruit and train 
women 
for 
officiating. 
Existing 
programs 
for 
registering and training men 
officials have been adapted 
to serve the needs of women, 
but until there are sufficient 
numbers of qualified women 
officials, it will be necessary 


to continue to use men m 
this area. 
Ideally, it is believed that 
women should officiate girls 
games and following that line 
that women should coach the 
athletic 
events. 
At 
the 
present time, there are not 
enough 
qualified 
women 
available to fulfill this role. 
Many women are trained in 
physical education and have 
little or no interest in the 
competitive program. Those 
who are interested have not 
been 
trained 
in 
certain 
aspects which are necessary 
to the successful coach. This 
is not to say that women 
c a n n o t 
be 
com petent 
coaches. Quite the contrary, 
it recognizes the fact that 
they 
can 
be 
if 
their 
professional preparation is in 
this area. 
To aid in the preparation 
of women for coaching jobs, 
th e 
M i n n e s o t a 
State 
Department in September of 
1972 initiated a coaching 
certificate for women. It is 
believed that this will attract 
qualified women in that state 
to 
coach 
interscholastic 
athletics. Other states are 
d e v e l o p i n g 
c u r r ic u la 
specifically to train women 
as coaches 
and 
therefore 
bring an upgrading in girls 


athletics. 
The 
National 
federation recently embarked 
upon the program of rules 
writing for girls athletics. The 
Federation believes that it is 
the responsibility 
of any 
organization which sponsors 
an 
extensive 
program 
of 
competition to determine the 
rules and standards by which 
t h i s 
c o m p e t i t i o n 
is 
conducted. 
Playing 
rules 
must reflect the philosophy 
o f 
th e 
o r g a n i z a t i o n 
sponsoring the competition. 
The rules committees should 
consist 
o f 
experienced, 
dedicated and knowledgeable 
ladies who are experts and 
specialist in the sports area. 
These are representative of 
state high school associations 


sponsoring 
competition 
in 
these sports thus assuring 
that the rules for high school 
competition are written by 
high school personnel who 
are actually involved in the 
sport 
and 
responsible 
to 
secondary schools. The rules 
should 
be 
challenging, 
interesting, 
and 
adapted 
specifically to high schools. 
The program is designed to 
f o s t e r 
a nd 
i m p r o v e 
o p p o r t u n i t i e s 
f o r 
participation 
on 
the girls 
competitive athletic program. 


The interscholastic sports 
program for girls must be 
designed to stimulate and 
encourage participation by 
the girls so that they may 
enjoy values resulting from 
interscholastic 
competition. 
The girls program must be an 
i n t e g r a l 
part 
o f 
the 
curriculum. 
There have been recent 
court cases involving rights 
which have held that girls 
should 
be 
permitted 
to 
participate as members of 
boys* teams. The National 
F e d e r a t i o n 
advocates 
i n terse ho lastic 
competition 
for girls participation 
on 
girls’ 
teams 
against 
girls’ 
teams. Girls’ programs should 
be feminized in order to 
encourage women to develop 
their 
leadership 
abilities. 
Competition between teams 
involving both sexes is not in 
the 
best 
interest 
of 
the 
participants. 
The Missouri State High 
School Athletic Association 
now has a motion before it 
to allow girls to compete 
with boys on non- contact 
sports 
teams. 
The 
non- 
contact 
sports 
are 
cross­ 
country, 
golf, 
gymnastics, 
swimming, tennis, and track. 
Separation of the sexes 
for athletic competition, it is 


contended by some, is in the 
best 
interests 
of girls as 
individuals 
and 
the 
girls 
sports program as a whole. 
This view would seem to be 
s u b s t a n t i a t e d 
by 
a 
comparison 
of 
the 
best 
r e c o r d e d 
s w i m m i n g 
performances by boys and 
girls during the 1972- 73 
season. On the average, a 
finely trained boy swimmer 
is about eight seconds faster 
than the finest girls swimmer 
over 100 yards of any stroke. 
Endurance, 
commonly 
considered 
one 
of 
the 
greatest 
variables 
between 
male and female competitors, 
does not appear to be the 
m a in 
f a c t o r 
in 
the 
comparison of boys and girls 
swimming 
performances. 
Strength, the power in the 
stroke 
and 
the 
kick, is 
p r o b a b l y 
a 
b e t t e r 
explanation 
for 
superior 
performances of the boys. 
The difference in strength 
would appear to be inherent 
or at least a factor which 
could not be changed for 
generations. 
T w o 
d i s t u r b i n g 
conclusions can be formed 
by these comparisons and 
thoughts: 1) If girls were 
allowed to compete on boys 
swimming 
teams, 
and, 


logically, boys on girls teams, 
there would be no need for a 
National 
Boys 
Swimming 
Honor Roll or a National 
Girls Swimming Honor Roll, 
but 
merely 
a 
National 
Interscholastic 
Swimming 
Honor Roll. In that case, no 
girls- even the best trained- 
would have received national 
recognition in swimming last 


year. 2) If girls were allowed 
to compete for places on 
boys teams, and, logically, 
boys were allowed to try out 
for girls teams, many girls, if 
not all of the average trained 
girls- would not have made 
any swimming team last year. 
Wi t h 
t h e 
i n t e r e s t 
increasing in the area of girls 
athletics it is conceivable that 
in the future women will be 
looked upon truly as athletes 
instead of ‘tomboys’.

used in November and the first 
two weeks of December this 
year than in a corresponding 
period last year.

alm ost every

warmer than it was last year. 
At the same time, there were 
more 
electricity 
customers, 
making it difficult for officials 
v 
to measure the actual savings. 
The 
Edison 
Electric 
Institute, an association of 
investor-owned utilities which 
compiles nationwide statistics, 
reported that for the first three 
weeks of November, electricity 
consumption was higher this 
year than last. 
Then the picture changed. 
In the following three weeks, 
electricity consumption went 
- 
down. The institute reported, 
for example, that 34,700 billion 
kilowatts of electricity were 
used during the week ended 
Dec. 8, 1973, compared to 35.692 
billion 
kilowatts during he 
comparable week in 1972. That's 
a decline of almost 2V4 per cent. 
Edison Electric makes no 
attempt to figure out why the 
usage is lower, but individual 
utilities are trying to determine 
the reason. 
The Philadelphia Electric 
Co., 
which 
reported 
that 
electricity 
consumption 
in 
November 1973 was three per 
cent less than in the same 
month last year and which 
predicts a greater drop in 


December, said: "It's mainly 
due to consumer conservation 
and to customers making a 
conscientious 
effort 
to 
eliminate the use of electricity 
and

utilize 
their 
appliances.” 
The Miwouri Power & Light 
Co. said 10 to 15 per cent less 
electricity 
was 
used 
in 
November 1973 than last year 
and

Company engineers said charts 
showing 
consumption 
at 
specific temperatures indicated 
that even when the 1972 and 1973 
temperatures were the same, 
this year's usage figure was less. 
Statistics on heating oil

Fluorescent lights also 
give off less heat, which in 
the summer can affect space 
cooling requirements.

Mingo National Wildlife 
Refuge in Southeast Missouri 
is one of more than 330 
National Wildlife Refuges in 
the nation. Only three of 
these areas are in the state of 
Missouri, the other two areas 
are Squaw Creek National 
Wildlife in Mound City and 
Swan Lake National Wildlife 
Refuge in Sumner. By far 
Mingo is the largest refuge in 
the state with 21,672 acres, 
Swan 
Lake 
is 
next 
with 
10,700. 
The idea of a system of 
National 
Wildlife 
Refuges 
camy 
in 
the late 1930’s, 
a l t h o u g h 
Mingo 
wasn’t 
established 
until 
June 
7, 
1944 
by approval of the 
Migratory Bird Conservation. 
Actual 
acquisition 
of this 
land was initiated in 1945. 
Mingo 
is 
located 
in 
S t o d d a r d 
and 
Wa yne 
Counties one and one-half 
miles north of Puxico on 


State Route 51. 
Over 10,000 years ago 
Mingo was the channel of the 
Mississippi 
River, 
visible 
reminders of this channel are 
still present in the form of 
l i me s t o n e 
bluffs 
which 
overlook 
the 
area, 
these 
bluffs, 
even 
though 
this 
considerable amount of time, 
resemble 
the 
bluffs 
that 
overlook the present course 
of 
the 
Mississippi 
River 
today. After the Mississippi’s’ 
course was changed through

inhabitants of this region,

The Indians are 
believed to have migrated to

A m erica 
and 
the 
Gulf 
R e g i o n .

Missouri State University is 
excavating this area at the 


present time and they have 
uncovered 
evidence
